The Pope writes: “On Mission Sunday the Divine Lover 
of our souls, speaking through His Church, calls for your 
cooperation, for the extension of His possessions to those 
countless millions who are still in need of redemption.” 


He calls for prayer and appeals to the young men and 
women to become missionaries. 

He urges. every Catholic to become a member of the 
Pontifical work of the Propagation of the Faith. 


Confraternity Of Christian Doctrine 


Six weeks ago there was held at Wawasee a Regional 
Congress of the Confraternity of Christian Doctrine, which 
was well attended by priests, sisters and lay people. This 
Congress was not intended merely to instruct the clergy and 
parish delegates, but to send them home with a determination 
to start the Confraternity work going. There is a big field 
even in certain cities of our diocese where vast numbers of 
Catholic children are in the public schools; where nearly all 
Catholic high school children are in the public schools; where 
many converts and other adults need further. instruction. 

Hence it was assumed that classes would be begun, 
some conducted by the priests and others by lay persons 
competent to meet the requirements. 

Why not start discussion clubs in every parish based 
on the instructive articles now appearing in the national sec- 
tion of Our Sunday Visitor?

tions, which have been solved grad- 
ually through the ages, the Pon- 
tiff said, “does not detract any- 
thing from the reality of this 


fact.” 


The Holy Father dismissed the 
fleeting opinions on human nature 


that have been advanced through 
the ages, and said that the “Church 
has affirmed the’ value of what- 
ever is in conformity with nature, 
and without hesitation has sought 
to develop it and place it in evi- 
dence.” 


The Church’s conception of man 
and the world is based on the nat- 
ural law, the Pope explained, and 
when the Church “struggles to de- 
fend her own freedom, she is at 
the same time struggling for the 
true freedom and for the funda- 
mental rights of man.” 


“In her eyes, these essential 
rights are so inviolable that no 
argument of state and no pretext 
of common good can prevail against 
them,” the Holy Father declared. 
“They are protected by an insur- 
mountable wall. As far as this 
wall the common good can legis- 
late as it pleases, but beyond this 
wall it may not go. 


“If this principle would be re- 
spected, how many tragic catas- 
trophes and what threatening dan- 
gers would be averted. This prin- 
ciple alone can renew the social 
and political face of the world. 


“Who, however, can have this 
unconditional respect for the rights 
of man except a person who knows 
that he is acting under the gaze of 
a personal God?” 


While stating that humanism is 
“now the order of the day,” the 
Pontiff pointed out that “there is 
great difficulty in forming and rec- 
ognizing, through its historic evolu- 
tion, a clear concept of its nature.” 

Nevertheless, he asserted, “al- 
though humanism claimed for a 
long time to be formally opposed 
to the ideas of the middle ages 
which preceded it, the fact is that 
all that humanism contains of 
truth, of goodness, of greatness and 
of the eternal, belongs to the spir- 
itual world of the greatest genius 
of the middle ages, St. Thomas 
Aquinas.” 


A sound concept of human na- 
ture and an acceptance of what the 
Christian Faith offers can be of 
great value, the Pontiff said. It 
can save man “from the grip of 
technocracy and materialism.”

Communism is not actually a po- 
litical party, the Italian Foreign 
Minister declared. It is a material- 
istic and atheistic religion, which 
does not.grow but passes out, he 
said. 
The danger of communism to 
Italians passed when one of the 
fundamental qualities of Italians 
had a chance to come to the front 
after the disturbances of the war 
—the family spirit which makes 
Italians the most conservative peo- 
ple in the best sense of the word, 
the Count declared. 
Some Italians might think they 
are Communist but when on Sat- 
urday and Sunday they are with 
their families in the parks and in 
church they become their true tra- 
ditional selves, he added. 
Count Sforza said it was the 
same in the rural areas where the 
people are recognizing that the 
language of communism is an im- 
ported language and that by ad- 
hering to communism they are be- 
coming instruments of a foreign 
power. 
The Foreign Minister said the 
communist scare had opened the 
eyes of landowners and industrial- 
ists to the need of social reforms 
which would prevent communism 
from taking root.

PrHE Catholic Church has been the most prominent fact in 
history during the past nineteen cénturies. She over- 
ame paganism with all its evils: of immorality, slavery, de- 
aged womanhood, and cruelty. Every nation in Europe 
weived the Christian religion from her.’ She was often in 
onflict with kings and emperors, but it was.always for the 
rotection and enforcement of the rights of the people. She

val religions, but she never did so officially. 


The very founding of rival religions, which either ex- 
sted only for a brief time, or which, if they existed longer, 
wadually divided, subdivided and disintegrated, only makes 
he Catholic Church stand out as a greater historical fact. 


The Catholic Church was more often the object 
han the subject of persecution. Her Founder predicted 
that such would be her fate; that since she is nothing short 
# Christ Himself continued in the world, she would be 
ubjected to the same treatment He received. 


That the Church is identified with Christ is clear from 
tis own words to Saul who, convinced that she should be 
lestroyed in her infaney, started out from Jerusalem to 
Namascus on an errand of persecution. Christ addressed 
tim: “Saul, Saul, why persecutest thou Me?” (Acts XXII, 
I; XXVI, 14). That occurred several years after Christ 
iad left the world, yet He charges Saul with persecuting 
Him. 

Did not Christ, in addressing His disciples, remind 
hem that they and His followers through the centuries, 

buld be misrepresented, maligned, ill-treated, and perse- 
mited—“as they have persecuted Me, they will persecute you 
po.” (John XV, 20) ?. 

Persecution, therefore, can be called one of the marks 
f the Church’s divinity,

THE revelation that Russia has perfected | 


the atom bomb has thrown a scare into 
all of Europe, and is disturbing plenty of 
people in our own country. They interpret 
it to mean that Russia, always preparing 
herself better and better for a conflict, is 
intent on starting a new war, and strike 
first, before the western world is prepared 
for a counterattack. 


Everyone of our readers, we are sure, 
believes that there is only one way of pre- 
venting a new war and of checking Com- 
munism, and that is,by “getting God on our 
side,” but neither our President nor our 
State Department nor our Congress is 
doing much to invigorate what was once 
the American Christian spirit. They need 
to be bombarded by letters from God-fear- 
ing people, and by all followers of Christ, 
to speak out as vigorously against Russian 
atheism as against her obstruction of the 
smooth operation of the United Nations. ~ 


We would ask you, the reader, whether 
you be Catholic or non-Catholic, not to de- 
pend on the other fellow to write such 
letters, but to do it yourself. 


If we insist on calling ourselves Chris- 
tians, we must be with Christ and not 
against Him—and does He not tell us “he 
who is not with Me is against Me, and he 
that gathers not with Me scatters’? 


We can be against Christ as much by 
our silence as by open opposition. Not one 
of Christ’s enemies is silent; he is aggres- 
sively active and vociferous. He may hot 
plan and function in the open, but he suc- 
ceeds nonetheless in winning victories 
which, a few years ago, we would never 
have dreamt could be won. 


Enemies of Christ in this country follow 
the same tactics, although less openly, that 
they follow in Russia and in the countries 
behind the Iron Curtain. We do not mean 
that all enemies of God over here are Com- 
munists,* but they have common objectives 
with the Communists: to destroy the in-

ATHOLICS are quite generally charged by non-Catho- 
“tics with denying the Bible to their people. The fact 
is, of course, that the Catholic Church recommends that 
the people read the Bible for 15 or 20 minutes every day, 
and special spiritual privileges are granted to those who 
will do that. 


In prayer we speak to God. When we read the Bible 
God speaks to us, and why should Catholics, who are given 
more to meditation and contemplation than any other 
religious group, forbid the reading of the Bible, which the 
Church has always defended before the whole world as the 
“Word of God,” 


Nearly a century ago the Bishops of the United States, 
convened in the Council of Baltimore, urged every family to 
have the Bible always in view in its living room or library, 
and that the members of the family not regard it as a mere 
ornament, but something to read with greater regularity 
than any other book. 


People find plenty of time to read papers, magazires, 
story books, to attend motion pictures, to gather to play 
cards, and the excuse of “no time to read the Bible” does 
not hold. 


. The Catholic Church makes better us of the Bible in 
her services than any other religion. The Mass is mostly 
Bible. The rosary cannot be said properly unless one knows 
the New Testament quite thoroughly. A portion of the 
gospel is read to the people every Sunday, and usually the 
sermon is built from it. Catholics show their reverence 
for the Bible by standing when it is read, and when the 
priest finishes reading the gospel of the day—every day—he 
reverently kisses the portion that he has read to show his 
reverence for it as God’s inspired utterance. 


The only difference between Catholics and Protestants 
in reading the Bible is that the latter seek to find their faith 
in it, while the former, who are antecedently convinced 
that, they have the right faith, read it to strengthen that 
faith, and to receive from the reading good and wholesome 
thoughts. 


If the Catholic Church had been against the use of the 
Bible, which she had all to herself for more than 1,000 
years, she could have destroyed it, and the world would not 
have it today.. Every Protestant may not have been taught, 
but he should know, that it was the Catholic Church which 
preserved the Bible against great difficulties through all the 
centuries, just as she preserved the classics of antiquity 
which are used in schools and universities today.

Religion 
Can't Be 
Liberalized 


VERYBODY wants to be a 
“liberal” today, and he can be 
defended for being a “liberal” in 
many fields, but not in the field 
of religion. If religion is from God 
it must be taken as it is. If it is 
revealed truth, it can no more be 
—— than a mathematical 
uth, 


Many people regard religion 
only as a “way of life,” which, 
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S!: JOHN (III, 16-18) tells us that God the 

Father was motivated by His infinite love to 
send His divine Son to this earth that “the world 
might be saved through Him.” 


We have already observed that there is no 
limit to any of the attributes of God. If He was 
so infinitely good as to create us for Heaven, He 
would also be so infinitely loving as to come to 
our rescue when, because Heaven’s gates weré 
closed against the human race through the fall 
of Adam, we needed a Savior. 

But just as Heaven is a reward for the angels 
who had to be put on trial to earn it by their own 
free will, so the first man, possessing all of 
human nature at the time, was put on trial as a 
representative of all who would inherit human 
nature through him. The trial was light, con- 


sisting of a command that he show obedience to 
his Maker, Who forbade him to eat of a-eertain 
fruit growing in the Garden of Eden. But when 
Adam disobeyed he did so in that representative 
character so that human nature has ever since 
been tainted with Original Sin. Since this im- 
plies the privation of sanctifying grace without 
which no human being can enter the supernatural 
bliss of God, grace had to be restored by an in- 
finite act of atonement of which Adam was in- 
capable, and of which only a God was capable. 
That was the chief purpose of the Incarnation or 
of God becoming man. : 


Of course, there were other reasons for which 
the Son of God became man, namely, to provide 
all people with the knowledge of “the way of

power of Christ over sin and death: 
the third is ascribed to St. Luke 
since he pictured the sacrificial act 
of Christ in giving His own body 
for the sins of the world. and the 
last. to St. John for his affirmation 
of the divine origin of Christ and 
His return to God. 

The panel below the ceiling beam 
of the sanctuary is done in an ela- 
borate mosaic tapestry embodying 
the cross, symbol of the passion of 
Christ. 

The side altars feature an aureole 
effect in gold for a beautiful back- 
ground for the statues of the 
Blessed Virgin and St. Joseph. 

Although the community had no 
resident priest prior to 1884, ser- 

vices were held in the homes of 
the parishioners from 1840 to 1868 
when the first church was erected. 
Among the priests to-visit the mis- 
sion were Fathers E. P. Walter, 

H. Brammer, J. M. Graham, B. 
Hartmann and H. T. Wilken. 

The Rev. John Grogan was 
Monroeville’s first resident pastor. 
He was succeeded by the Rev. John 
Hoss. 

The frame church erected in 1868 
was destroyed by fire in 1887 and 
in the following year the present 
church was erected by Father 

‘ Hartmann. 

Succeeding Father Hartmann 
was the Rev. F. Von Schwedler, the 
Rev. L. R. Paquet and Father 
Dandurand who was replaced by 
the late Monsignor T. M. Conroy 
in 1904. 

From 1907 until 1922, the Rev. 
Norbert Felden was pastor. He 
erected St. Joseph School adjacent 
to the church. Father Felden was 
succeeded by the Rev. C. W. Marr. 

In July 1931, the Rev. Theodore 
V. Fettig was appointed pastor. He 
effected the reduction of the par- 
ish indebtedness: erected a rectory, 
purchased new property and land- 
scaped the premises. 

Father Hennes is the present 
pastor. During his pastorate the 
parish grown from 119 fam-

Notre Dame—A “constitution- 
al dictatorship” would be the best 
theory of government for the 
United States in the event of an 
atomic war, according to Dr. 
Clinton L. Rossiter, professor of 
political science at Cornell uni- 
versity, in an®article in the cur- 
rent issue of the Review _of Pol- 
ities published at the University 
of Notre Dame, 


- Dr. Rossiter points out in the 
Review of Politics article that 
constitutional dictatorship differs 
from ordinary dictatorship in 
that it would be constitutional 
in so far as it is implied in the 
emergency powers of the govern- 
ment. He said, however, that it 
would be democratic because it 
would presuppose later a com- 
plete restoration 6f the condi- 
tions in the government that ex- 
isted before the emergency. 

The Cornell professor takes 
cognizance, however, of precau- 
tions which should accompany 
the establishment of a constitu- 
tional dictatorship. He offers the 
opinion that “no dictatorship 
must be set up until it is neces- 
sary for the preservation of con- 
stitutional government” and “the 
men who institute the dictator- 
ship should not include either 
the dictator or those who will 
constitute the dictator.” 

Specific changes should be 
made in the presidency and Con- 
gress in view of an atomic bomb 
emergency, according to Dr. 
Rossiter. 

First, the Review of Politics 
writer says, the office of emer- 
gency management should be 
established as a permanent ad- 
junct of the executive office of 
the president. Some of the ques- 
tions he shal] have to face are: 
Where shall the president go in 
the event that we are assaulted 
by atomic bombs?. Who shall go 
with him? How shall he com- 
municate with his military and 
civil defense commanders after 
he reaches his place of safety? 
What shall be his relations to the 
committees and persons who will 
be speaking for Congress? How 
shall he keep in touch with the 
state authorities and also keep 
them under contra]? 

Dr. Rossiter lists as the sec- 
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ond step the codifying of federal 
martial law. “The military knows 
its precise duties, procedures and 
limitations in a state of martial 
law; should not the president as 
well?” he points out. 


The third measure under such 
a plan would be the drawing up 
of a plan to determine the re- 
lation between the army and the 
civilian authorities, from the 
president on down, which would 
exist in such an emergency, 

Discussing what should be 
done in Congress in such an 
emergency, Dr. Rossiter suggests 
that there should be set up a 
“joint interim committee,” a 
committee of fifteen to twenty 
leading members of both houses 
and both parties with a specific 
mandate to act for the whole 
Congress until @ constitutional 
session is again possible. Such 
a committee would have the right 
to be consulted by the executive 
in his use of emergency powers. 


“Most important, it would rec- 
ommend officially to the presi- 
dent the termination of martial 
law or of any other extraordi- 
nary emergency activity,” ac- 
cording to Dr: Rossiter. The Cor- 
nell professor would include on 
this committee the  vice-presi- 
dent, the speaker, the president 
pro-tem of the Senate, the ma- 
jority and ‘minority. flor ‘leaders 
and perhaps the rafiking mém- 
bers of the most important 
committees of Congress.

Of course, Cath- 
olics never asked for support for 
their parochial schools, but what 
is there which would militate 
against separation of Church and 
State by the granting of health 
services to children im private as 
well as in public schools? 


Did not President Truman press 
Congress to legislate in favor of 
health services for every person 
in the United States? The same 
principle holds for bus transpor- 


tection of children walking the 
highways, whether they go to this 
school or that school. If they were 
not in parochial schools they 
would be picked up and taken to 
the public school, hence no extra 
expense would be involved. But if 
expenses were involved, Dawson 
does not seem to realize that 
Catholics would be taxed to the 
amount of about $60,000,000.00 
for any Federal Aid Bill. Why is 
it more fair that they should pay 
for bus transportation for a large 
army of public children, than that 
they and others combined should 
pay for the comparatively few 
children who need bus services? 
Less than 20% of Catholics live 
in rural America, and in most of 
rural America Catholic children 
have no other schools to patronize 
except the public. 


If you will read above what 
Dawson is reported to have said, 
you will see humor in this, his 
closing remark: “Baptists find 
themselves in the forefront of 
what is commonly and presently 
termed ‘the Protestant-Catholic 
battle for America.’ ” 


If it is wrong for Catholics to 
try to win America for their 
Church, why is it not equally 
wrong for Protestants to try the 
same thing? The latter are actu- 
ally crusading for this purpose, 
but we see no concerted effort 
made by the Catholic Church to 
accomplish that thing. 


Yes, the Catholic Church bene- 
fits and Protestantism suffers 
from the circulation of such base- 
less charges, motivated by a dis- 
like which the average American 
regards as un-Christian. 


It has been suggested that the 
aim of Our Sunday Visitor’s Cru- 
sade for God is to make America 
Catholic. It isn’t. Our aim is to 
earry the truth about the Church 
to non-Catholics who read and 
hear such baseless charges as 
Dawson makes against her. If in 
having the truth they come to 
know and love the Church and 
become Catholics, so much the 
better. We pray that thousands 
will. But there will never be any 
compulsion to make America 
Catholic, not even were it to come 
to pass that Catholics would con- 
stitute an absolute majority of our 
citizens.

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They Seek Security 


All over America, writers are 
having books published about 
Christ and about the Church which 
He founded. This great outpour- 
ing of literature on a subject which 
is 2,000 years old can have only 
one explanation: there has devel- 
oped in the hearts and minds of 
Americans an overwhelming desire 
to know more about the Catholic 
Church. 


The League of Nations failed to 
become a world federation; now 
men are trying to reach the same 
objective with the United Nations. 
No prayers to God are uttered at 
the beginning of UN sessions, but 
men all over the world are turn- 
ing inward to say, “We want to 
build a worldwide organization; 
why don’t we examine the one uni- 
versal group which has lasted suc- 
cessfully for 20 centuries under a 
host of persecutions?” Oh, they 
don’t speak those words, for men 
have not yet réalized that the 
Catholic Church and her truths are 
really what they are searching for.

It is not just coincidence that 
the Protestant churches are be- 
ginning a great drive for new mem- 
bers at the same time that Our Sun- 
day Visitor starts a new series of ar- 
ticles designed to tell old readers 
and new readers about our virile, 
living Church.

The Trapists, after all, live in a 
way that is not very inviting to 
most of us. No movies, no dates, 
no radio, not even any conversa- 
tion except that which is neces- 
sary, but in their way of life they 
have found an antidote for all the 
cares of the world.

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Life In Spain 


ENRY McLEMORE, the col-| 


umnist, visited in Spain re- 
cently and on September 12, had 
the following to say about living 
conditions there: 


“The people are the nicest I have 
ever met anywhere, even though 
they are having a rough, rough 
time of .it . . . Ne one could ever 
convince me, now that | have met 
them, that the Spanish people are 
anything like the Germans who 
served Hitler when he was in 
power.” 


Addressing Secretary of State 
Acheson he writes: 


“I wish you would think it over, 
Mr. Secretary, and see if a loan or 
a gift could not be worked out ... 
Never have I been ‘in a country 
where the people are so kind, con- 
siderate and obliging to foreigners. 
At the moment Spain doesn’t have 
any particular reason to feel any 
great warmth for Americans. but 
youd think by their attitude 
towards Americans that our Nation 
was their closest, dearest friend... 


“It is embarrassing the way the 
ple will go out of their way to 
elp a stranger. Ask a direction 
and they aren’t content with point- 
ing the way. They ston what they 
are doing and escort you to where 
you want to go, even if it’s six, 
seven, or eight blocks away. 


Honesty Prevails 


“Since we have been in Spain 
we have yet to run into a disagree- 
able person, and that goes for 
taxidrivers, even. And the honesty 
of the people—with visitors, any- 
way—is enough to take away a 
traveller’s breath. Give a shop- 
keeper a peseta too much and he'll 
chase you half a bleck to give it 
back. If you tip, well and good, 
but if you don’t you don’t get a 
stare that is meant to kill or a 
snarl such as an annoyed panther 
might make. 


“And as for gracious manners— 
well, Emily Post would be hard 
put to it to find a flaw in the 
courtesy of the lowliest workman. 


“No one here seems to under- 
stand fully how Spain has kept 
body and soul together, what with 
her disastrous Civil War followed 
by World War Il. Everyone ad- 
mits that her people are almost 
starving, but somehow she man- 
ages to keep up an air of well- 
being, superficial though it may be. 


“There is ample transportation, 
although the carriers are 80 an- 
cient that passengers often feel 
like getting out of a bus or taxi so 
the poor thing can get up a slight 
hill without too much discomfort. 
Typical: We rode in a cab that was 
a 1926 Chrysler. It. was polished 
like a jewel, the back seat was 
covered with hand-crocheted lace, 
and there were fresh flowers in 
a little vase on the side.

How About U. S.? 


Honesty is. a trait of the Spanish 
people, while over here thievery 
was never so rampant. Last year, 
according to figures recently re- 
ported by the. Federal] Bureau of 
Investigation, youths stole an aver- 
age of 469 cars every day. 

We recall an incident related to 
us before the attacks on the Church 
in Mexico 35 years ago, when reli- 
gious schools were. clanbd and the 
clergy exi A gentleman told 
us that he and his wife were tour- 
ing Mexico and that the latter had 
left her purse, containing consider- 
able money, on a- e in the 
Cathedral in Mexico City. It was 
only after several hours that she 
missed it and took for granted that 
there would be no use returning to 
the church toe look for it because 


the edifice every day. But she de- 
cided to risk what she thought was 
a futile effort and to go back to 
the church to see whether some- 
body had purloined it. She found 
it at the exact place she had left 
it. There it was undisturbed, al- 
though she was certain that hund- 
reds of people had passed that 
table during those several hours. 
Religious education in the Cath- 
olic Church conduces to honesty, 
because the Church teaches that no 
one can be forgiven for stealth ex- 
cept on a promise of restitution. 


Preconceived Notions 


Spain is still maligned beyond 
measure owing to the preconceived 
notions that everything is wrong 
over there. People still believe that 
the Republic was overthrown after 
an election in which a united front 
of Communists, Socialists, Anar- 
chists had won in an election. This 
charge has been refuted a hundred 
times by disinterested persons, 
practically all non-Catholics. Peo- 
ple still think of Franco starting a 
Revolution while, as a matter of 
fact, it was only a counter-revolu- 


tion against those who had seized 
the legitimate government and 
started a reign of terror. 


We wish all our readers could 
have read the two articles written 
by Douglas Jerrold back in July, 
1937, when the Civil War was in 
full swing. They were written for 
The American Review. Among 
other things he observed: | 


“It is very well established both. 
that the war in its origin was not 
a revolt against the legal govern- 
ment of Spain, but a counter-revo- 
lution perilously long delayed, and 
that, in the early days of the Revo- 
lution the territory now controlled 
by the Nationalists (Franco’s 
forces) was the scene of appalling 
atrocities perpetrated by an armed 
minority of Communist revolution- 
aries on the civilian population.” 


Jerrold’s articles are well docu- 
mented. He quotes from “Demo- 
cracy in Spain” by R. T. Dingle, 
and published in London by Burns, 
Oates and Washbourne. He quotes 
from the Journal Geneve, 
(January 17, 1937) as follows: 


“The Poular Front did not pro- 
cure a majority in Parliament. It 
managed, nevertheless, to obtain 
this majority by hurrying through 
two stages of procedure in defiance 
of all legality and with utter dis- 
regard of scruples.” 

He quotes from. L’lllustration 
(January 30, 1937) as follows: 

“I would like to make it plain 
that we are not in the presence of 
a military uprising. The Army had 
not broken with discipline. It seeks 
to restore the. discipline broken by 
anti-patriotic traitors and criminal 
Anarchists ... When the Army 
took up arms it was already iden- 
tified with the people.” 
He‘ regards as ridiculous the 
charge that Mussolini and Hitler 
had helped Franco. He thought 
there were about 10,000 Italians 
fighting on Franco’s side, but that 
these were volunteers in the same 
sense that members of the Ameri-

ishoner hears; blessings over Host 
and chalice unseen by those behind; 
mumbled words of consecration 
falling upon strained ear, and the 
awful closeness to bread and wine 
suddenly become Body and Blood, 
these are the priceless moments 
of an altar boy’s life which he 
may not and does not share, but 
which remain with him, ageing 
with the years, and, at last, gain- 
ing ascendancy over his memories 
of dates with girls, football games 
with the fellows and fond mem- 
ories of a home he loves. 


His reverie is suddenly broken 
with a “Per omnia saecula saecu- 
lorum,”’ and perhaps before he 
awakens for a hurried “Amen,” 
the priest has plunged into the 
“Pater Noster.” 


Precious Moments 


The moments that follow are 
probably sweetest. There is the 
sharp breaking sound of Christ’s 
body being torn apart as on the 
cross, the deep bow and reverent 
striking of the breast for the “Do- 
mine, non sum dignus,” and the 
final triple tingle of the bell. 


Then, Communion ,.. 

Innocent little children, so tiny 
their chins rest on the cold marble 
of the altar-rail, kneel there to 
receive the bread of life. 


Sad-faced old men and wrinkled- 
faced old women close their eyes 
and turn their open mouths implor- 
ingly upwards to grasp their God 
and carry Him back. into their 
lonely world. 


Strapping young men and love- 
ly young girls, caught up with 
clothes ee fashions and bnght 
neckties, become strangely humble 
for their attire as the priest places 
a Host on their tongue, and the 
altar boy, going before, casts a 
golden shadow, as from a butter- 
cup, beneath bearded chins and 
shapely necks. 


Back and forth across the altar 
rail, sometimes in terror lest he 
drop from the paten a trembling 
particle resting on the icy glint 
of gold, the altar boy follows in 
the steps of the priest who gives 
the body of Christ to those who 
silently ask for it. Finally he 
gives back to the priest the God 
he has carried on the paten, falls 
to his knees on the bottom step, 
pauses a minute to rest, then con- 
tinues to serve the Mass. 


Impressions fade midst the last- 
minute activity of ‘washing the 
priest’s hands, pouring water and 
wine into the chalice, changing 
book and veil, receiving the last 
blessing and signing forehead at 
the last rospel. 

A thumb-printed card at the foot 
of the altar, that weakening biret- 
tum, a final genuflection and the 
Mass is over. 

Out go the candles, off comes 
the cassock and sgurplice, back 
comes the reality and dress of the 
everyday world.

Now the Vatican did no dictat- 
ing either to Bishop Noll or to 
John W. Lynch, President of the 
Students’ Club. In fact, we are 
not certain that the Vatican even 
knows that there exists such an 
organization as the NODL in the 
United States. At least Bishop 
Noll, who has been chairman of 
the National Organization from 
its beginning (not since 1942 as 
In Fact represents, but since 1938), 
has never had a letter from the 
Vatican about it. 

Then George Seldes tells of the 
pressure brought on publishers and 
on the Post Office Department by 
the NODL “under Vatican orders.” 


We have already observed that the 
Vatican has never given any or- 
ders to the NODL, has never made 
any suggestions to it, and from 
its silence it might well be be- 
lieved that the Vatican knows noth- 
ing about this organization. 

But the NODL drafted a Code, 
which all publishers of magazines 
(with the exception of those whose 
products are so filthy that they 
never had, and ceuld not have, 
the privilege of the United Statts 
mails) have testified to be very 
sane. The editors and publishers 
of the most widely circulated story 
magazines have come to Bishop 
Noll in person to thank him for 
the help he had accorded them. 
They were all in agreement that 
while the NODL induced them to 
clean up, they actually profited by 
increased circulation through co- 
operation with this organization. 

In Fact also declared that the 
NODL demands that publishers 
submit in advance “copy” which 
they had thought of using in fu- 
ture issues. The NODL never made 
any such demands, while it is true 
that some publishers, eager to co- 
operate and not being sure whether 
they were meeting the substance 
of the Code, asked whether Mr.

tradition possible, and education 
purely ae e results were 
precisely those which were to be 
expected.

Again and 
again I have been confronted with 
the startled and not unembarres- 
sing question: “Is it true that reli- 
gious instruction is forbidden in
